Trade Tramsactions in taat City Last Week.
U. 8. Tobacco Journal.
a lively appear-

ance and mot counting the customary
braggadocio sales of some of our would-be
prominent leafl brokers, the t ansctions of
the weck may be cred:ted with 8,500 cases.
Two new concerus, a Chicago leaf jobbing
and a New York cigar mwufacturing fivm,
were among the heaviest invetors. Ass
leader, the 79 Housatonie figured. This
tobacco which, when the season L
sold more readily than the 79 Penusyl-
vania, has for several months past been
much nezlected. and only now begios to
loom up again iu its dexerved promiuence.
The reasous for this may be found, first,
in the reluctance of holders of choice lots
of 79 Penusylvania 1o part with them at
the present reigning fizures ; secundly,
in the wnow increasing orders by
jobbers for strictly tiue seed and Havana
cigars without the old objection to light
colors. Inaddition to this the sales of
ne: 11y 700 cases of 79 Ohio to manufac-
turers this week go in the hands with the
fact that only manufacturers of reaily fine
aud really common cigars are busy just
now. The ¢xpectations of our manufac-
turers are ior as hcavy a trade as that
which charaztenized last year, provided
Couzress shall not interfere with the tax
on cizars, Any agitation by manufactur-
ers in th:s directi n will not alone clog
their business but serivusly affect the leaf
market. The 1880 tobacco crop exceeds
the liome demaud (compared with that of
< last year’s) by over 100,000 cases. We
must have an export cutlet and an unin.
terrputed activity among our manufactur-
ers it we dou’t want to see leal a drug in
the market. We can but repeat our pre-
vious warning to packers. Donot pay high
figures aud do not neglect to inspect the
erops of Ohio and Wisconsin. Samples of
Jeat irom the latter named states seut to us
by disinterested parties show a consider-
able percentage of very useful wrappers,
which may be bouzht at reasomable fig-
ures.
